Pattullo Plans 
To Continue As 
Head Of Regime 


VICTORIA, Nov. %0.—(CP)— 
Premier T. D. Pattullo today de- 


clared his intention of carrying 
on as head of a Liberal regime in 
British Columbia when the pro- 
vincial legislature meets next 
Dec. 4, and disclosed that the 
resignation of snother cabinet 
minister had been tendered but 
refused. 


After issuing a statement in 
which he said he felt assured “time | 
will again vindicate my action” in 
refusing to form a coalition gov- 
ernment, the premier told a press 
conference that Agriculture Min- 
ister K. C. MacDonald had submit- 
ted his resignation but that it had | 
not been accepted and “Dr. Mac- | 
Donald will carry on—he is stay- | 
ing with us.” 


NOT YET ACCEPTED 


The premier also told the press 
conference he had not yet accepted 
the resignation as Attorney-General 
of Norman Whittaker which was) 
submitted yesterday. Like John 
Hart and George Pearson former 
finance and labor ministers respec- | 
tively, Mr. Whittaker quit the cab- | 
inet over the issue of Coalition, | 
which they favor but Mr. Pattullo 
opposes. 

(Dr. MacDonald, also an advoc- 
ate of coalition, told reporters his 
resignation had been tendered at 
the premier's request, but that Mr. 
Pattullo subsequently asked him to 
carry on. He said he had consented | 
to do so “but I am clearing up my) 
desk.”") 

When the British Columbia 
legislature meets December 4, 
the Liberals wili have a repre- 
sentation of only 21 members 
compared with 14 C.C.F., 12 Con- 
servatives and one labor member.

TRUCKS COLLIDE NEAR WILDWOO 


2 Killed In Highway Crash 


Ark Royal Attacker 
Is Believed Sunk 


Two men are dead, a third 
is in an Edmonton hospital 
with critical injuries, follow- 
ing a head-on collision be- 
tween two trucks on the Ed- 
monton - Jasper highway 
three-quarters of a mile west 
of Wildwood, which is 70 
miles west of Edmonton, at 
about 6 p.m. Wednesday. 
The dead are Melvin Griffith 
and Elmer Hansen, 17, both 
of Wildwood. 

Jervine Botnen, 33, of Wid 
wood is in the Misericordia hos- 
pital in a critical condition from 
injuries suffered in the crash and 
four others are recovering from 
bruises and minor cuts.

HE object of the British 
drive in Libya is not to 
gain positions or worthless 
desert towns, nor to relieve 
besieged Tobruk, but to drive 
the Axis forces out of Africa. 
That is clear from the naijure 
and scope of the operations, 
which extend from the coast 
more than 100 miles southward 
into the desert and are supported 
heavily by alr and sea forces, The 
attack was started with all the 
fanfare of a major offensive, in- 
cluding an inspirational message 
from Prime Minister Oburchill 
read to the troops.

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The Country Needs The Gold 


Bight gold-producing mines in the 
Kirkland Lake area are closed down, 
wholly or partially, by a strike. Ordin- 
arily the public would have no great 
concern in the matter, and the miners 
and operators would be left to get along 
without wages and dividends unti) one 
party or the other got tired, gold-pro- 
duction not beitig a vital industry in 
such circumstances. But the war in- 
vests the business with keen public in- 
terest because continued production is 


necessary to the carrying on of the 
struggle. 
Canada is buying materials and 


equipment heavily in the United States, 
and has to use gold as a make-weight 
because our goods exports do not bal- 
ance the imports. The closing of a pro- 


} storage difficulty 


ducing mine thus lessens the amount of | 


war supplies the nation can obtain, and 
the closing of eight mines in that great 
producing area must over any lengthy 
period make a substantial cut in these 
essential imports. 

This no doubt is the reason the tie- 
up has been staged at present, the stra- 
tegic idea being that the country can- 
not afford to have production stopped 
in these critical circumstances. It 
can’t. And the Minister of labor should 
make plain that it won't. Canada needs 
all the gold that can be taken out of 
the rocks, there and elsewhere. If the 
operators and miners cannot agree as 
to how to divide the proceeds derived 
by extracting the metal, the public 
authority should insist upon a settle- 
ment or take the extracting business 
out of their hands and make other ar- 
rangements by which production will 
go on. 


Edmonton’s New Houses 


Edmonton seems to be setting a 
new building record this year. Not per- 
haps in the total amount invested in 
new buildings and improvements, for 
the “figure, $1,200,000, is still below 
that of the peak year of 1929; though 
the gap of $200,000 mav he bridged 
before the year is out. 
of houses built and building has passed 
the 500 mark, while the number for 
1929 was only 418. 

Looked at from any standpoint this 
is of course a gratifying showing. It is 
of direct interest as bearing on the 
suggestion that taxes may have to be 
increased in 1942, despite the fact that 
they are already too high. Each new 
building put up raises the amount of 
assessable property, and therefore the 
amount of taxes which can be collected 
without any increase in the mill-rate 
If the city council will keep expenditure 
down to the present level, it should be 
possible—because of a higher assess- 
ment—to knock another mill or so off 
the rate. If council even keeps added 
expenditure down to the amount of 
taxes collectable on the new buildings 
put up this year, no increase in the rate 
will be necessary. 

A point to be noted is that even this 
record in house-building is not doing 
anything to make up the arrears of 
construction. If the population is 
growing at present at the rate common 
for several past years, 500 new houses 
will do no more than accommodate the 
new-comers. And as everyone knows, 
the subdividing of one-family houses 
into two-or-more-family houses is still 
going on merrily. Edmonton is not 
being over-built. It is not even overtak- 
ing the scarcity, but only keeping pace 
with the current growth of population. 


New Methods And New Men

Meighen Movement’s Meaning 


New Tory Leader Both Highly ** 


Capable and Handicapped by 


Limitations 

FROM TORONTO SATURDAY NIGHT 

When in last week's issue we described 
the movement for the drafting of the Right 
Hon. Arthur Meighen as “ore of the most 
efficient” in the history of Canadian poli- 
tics, we had in mind the efforts of the 
promoters of the movement to direct the 
activities of the National Committee 
which met last Friday and Saturday in 
Ottawa, and which did pretty much what 
we predicted of it, except that it does not 
appear to have paid much attention to the 
problem of introducing néw blood into 
the Conservative representation in the 


House of Commons. In that sphere the 
efficiency of the movement was unques- 
tionable, and must command the admira- 
ation of all who know how difficult it is 
to manipulate large - scale political 


machinery. 

The promoters of the movement were 
either less efficient in, or concerned them- 
selves less about, the task of putting over 
their proposals upon the general body of 
the Conservative electorate. There is a 
not inconsiderable fraction of that elec- 
torate which appears to regard itself as 
somewhat ignored in the whole transac- 
tion, and which lays stress on the fact that 
the call for the committee’s meeting an- 
nounced no other purpose than to set a 
date and make arrangements for a national 
convention. The task of conciliating this 
element is going to be important, and no- 
bedy can do it with real effect except Mr. 
Meighen himself 

Mr. Meighen, despite certain peculiar 
limitations, is unquestionably a great man, 
and a very independent man, who need be 
under no obligations to anybody for his 
tenure of a post which he certainly did not 
seek, and which he may even be very re- 


lutant to accept. The difficulty in the 
Conservative party will be due, not so 
much to a feeling that Mr. Meighen was 


foisted on the party by a highly efficient 
cabal of men in Ottawa, Montrea! and To- 
ronto, as to a feeling that these men may 
have too much to say about his conduct of 
the party under his leadership. This criti- 
cism might have been to some extent dis- 
armed if the committee had taken steps 
to provide him with a group of new fol- 
lowers in the House representing other

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Vichy Opens French Africa’s Door 


Dismissal of Weygand Is Virtual ° 
Invitation to Germans 
to Walk In 
By #iAROLD L. WEIR 

The dismissal of General Weygand 
from his post as pro-consul for Vichy of 
French Africa is one of the most signifi- 
cant events of the past six months. 

First, it indicates a depth of treachery 
in the Petain regime which its most bitter 
opponents had hoped it did not possess. 

The repudiation of Weygand 
Stitutes a double act of 
betrayal; it throws 
into the discard a man 
who deserved much bet- 
ter of his leaders. Petain 
has maintained a hypo- 
critical semblance of re- 
gard for Weygand. It 
will be remembered, 
however, that Weygand 
was Foch’s man. Petain 
was Joffre’s. It is typical 
of the grudge - holding 
capacities of the chief of 
State that his old antag- Harold L. Weir 
onisms should be permitted to flare out 
after all these years. 

It is a betrayal, in the second place, of 
the British alliance. For Weygand was one 
of the few high officials left in the Vichy 
administration that stood out against com- 
plete collaboration with Germany. 

It is quite just to say, then, that his dis- 
missal js an act of darkest treachery. 

Having said that, there is no use dwell- 
ing on it. 

What concerns us now is not the char- 
acter of the Vichy gang, but the conse- 
quences of its actions. The consequences 
of this act may be dire indeed. 

Collaboration 


The dismissal of Weygand is signifi- 
cant, secondly, because it indicates that 
Vichy is at last prepared to throw off all 
pretence of resistance to Germany and:- to 
become an active part of what Hitler is 
pleased to call his “new order”. 

This, of course, is one of the most com- 
plete reversals of nationa! policy in all 
history. 

The French have regarded them- 
selves as the natural enemies of the Ger- 
mans for more than two thousand years, 
although both countries were orginally 
inhabited by Germanic tribes. 

This primitive tribal antagonism was 
intensified, from time to time, by foreign 
infusions into the native French blood; for 
instance, that of the Normans or North- 
men, who largely settled coast provinces. 

Then, of course, there was the Latin 
infusion from the south through Navarre. 

Through the centuries, all these racial 
elements became mixed to produce a char- 


con-

Since the start of the war Britain has 
made remarkable progress in applying 
radio to war purposes. 

Radio-location is, of course, the out- 
standing innovation. I can be briefly de- 
scribed as a system for detecting and plot- 
ting the position and course of aircraft by 
multiple radio beams which, when they 
encounter any object, inform the operator 
of its presence. The hydrophone, as used 
by ships, provides a rough analogy. It 
plots the contours of the ocean bed or de- 
tects the existence of submarines in the 
vicinity. 

In radio-location the intersection of the 
beam by aircraft is recorded in each trans- 
mitting station, and the position of the in- 
tersecting machine is worked out trigono- 
metrically, Ultimately, success depends on 
covering the entire country with locator 
stations, thus forming an interconnected 
network of waves through which no 
enemy aircraft can pass without betray- 
ing its approach. 

But radio helps our own aircraft, too. 

Every pilot knows the difficulty and 
danger of a fog landing. Until the devel- 
opment of ultra-short wave transmission 
fog invariably immobilized aircraft on the 
ground. Today, blind landing is not 
merely possible, but safe, 

Experiments in the radio contro] of 
aircraft are also being made in Britain 
and America. Eventually, we are pro-

Air Fighting Perfected 
by Russian Pilots 
FROM THE LISTENER 

We have been hearing lately of Rus- 
sian pilots ramming enemy machines in 
mid-air. 

According to Nicholas Seltzovsky, this 
novel and dangerous form of air-fighting 
was initiated as long ago as August, 1914, 
by a Russian airman named Nestrov. 
“Nestrov had worked it out that if he 
could hit his opponent’s wings with the 
wheels of his own machine, the enemy 
aircraft must crash, while his own should 
be able .to glide down and land. 

“But he hadn't reckoned on the shock. 
He started gliding, suddenly lost his 
equilibrium and crashed, 

“Russian pilots have never forgotten 
Nestrov. They have worked out a ram- 
ming technique which, if you do it pro- 
perly, leaves the pilot unharmed and very 
often wis aireraft too. 

“Out of more than 30 known cases of 
ramming since this campaign began, only 
four Russians have been killed, The others 
either glided their machines down or 


chutes. 
“Let me give you a couple of instances. 
Flight-Lieutenant Lukyanov rammed 4 


Messerschmitt Jaguar, returned to his base 
and said laughingly, “The shock was just 
strong enough to knock off my goggles.’ 

“Another pilot—Squadron-Leader Ter- 
entiev—-shot down one Heinkel and ram- 
med another on the tail, but slightly dam- 
aged his own right wing. Then he sud- 
denly saw a third Heinkel. Without hesi- 
tation, he opened the door of his own ma- 
chine, removed the safety straps, and 
literally hurled his plane against the Ger- 
man. Both aircraft were smashed to bits, 
but Terentiev managed to open his para- 
chute and jand. 

“The fact is that ramming has become 
a method with the Russians. They ram 
the enemy when they run out of ammuni- 
tion. Some of them do it in the excite- 
ment of the fight, some out of a patriotic 
feeling of self-sacrifice, others feel it their 
duty to destroy the enemy whatever the 
cost. 

“It may seem an expensive way of 
destroying enemy machines, but most of 
the battles are by fighters against bomb- 
ers,’

its work and return without direct human 
contro]. The United States Army Air 
Corps began experiments of this type 
more than six years ago. 

Modern mechtanized warfare has 
brought another use for radio: the control 
of advancing tank formations from a cen- 
tral base or from one particular machine. 
The problems of radio transmission and 
reception within a noisy, heavy steel shell, 
packed with machinery were formidable, 
but they have been solved with complete 
satisfaction, and the units of a mechanized 
army can now maintain radio contact. 

New midget valves have made’ the 


' really portable trans-receiver a fact; and 


the army is making full use of this recent 
development. It replaces the field tele- 
phone, both in the field and for coastal de- 
fence communications. 

With each technica] advance the uses 
of radio in war are clearly increasing, and 
in this branch of applied science the Briti- 
ish radio industry can justify claim to be 
well in the forefront,

Invitation 


General Weygand is no Anglophile. He 
was a loyal ally but no enthusiastic parti- 
san of the British. 

There is reason to believe that Wey- 
gand would have resisted any British 
assault on French Africa with the same 
zeal as he would have resisted a German 
assault on the same area. 

Thus, Weygand leans neither towards 
Britain nor towards Germany. He has only 
one mistress and that is France. 

It is strange that the only true French 
patriot in the Vichy mess should be a Bel- 
gian. But there it is. 

Weygand’s removal from French Africa, 
therefore, means that the Vichy policy 
with regard to that colonial area is no 
longer to be based an French patriotism, 
but on some principle of behavior in which 
Wevgand would not concur. 5 

To accept that fairly obvious proposi- 
tion is to face the fact squarely that Petain 
has unlocked the door of French Africa to 
Hitler and inferentially invited him to 


walk in. 
Hitler’s Demand 


There is a disposition to believe that 
Weygand has been forced out of offive by 
Hitler’s antipathy to him. 

That is not altogether 
assumption. 

Certainly, Hitler has no love for Wey- 
gand. But the Nazi leader would hardly 
attack Weygand personally unless Wey- 
gand was in a position to thwart Hitler's 
desires. 

What Hitler seeks is not Weygand’s 
military scalp but something Weygand 
prevents him from getting. 

Weygand was plainly dismissed, there- 
fore, not because Hitler demanded his 
dismissal, but because Hitler demanded 
something else which could only be given 
to him after Weygand was dismissed. 

It is not hard to guess what that some- 
thing is. 

It is undoubtedly a free hand in Africa 
and the use of French African ports and 


bases. 
We Are Concerned 


The news from Vichy, then, far trans- 
cends in importance any mere report of 
the firing of a loyal and capable military 
officer. 

Its impication is a spreading of the war 
to Africa in far greater volume than has 
been seen before. 

It arouses apprehensions that, once the 
German and Russian armies are bogged 
down for the winter, in a climate stale- 
mate, Hitler will open a new front and 
strive for new objectives. 

The Americans will not forget that Da- 
kar, directly across a comparatively nar- 
row channel of water from this hemis- 
phere, is one of the points prominently 
affected by the new arrangement. 

The secene is thoroughly set for an 
enlargement of the war and for the en- 
tanglement of combatants that hitherto 
have taken no active part in the struggle.

We wish our friends the Canadians 
were not so gun shy about propaganda 
and the idea behind it. They live right 
next door to us. They are a part of Am- 
erica as much as we are. They speak the 
same language, think in the same terms, 
follow the same philosohpy and ways uf 
life. They are doing a tremendous war job 
ably, courageously, sanely. But we do 
not hear the story. 

True, we get fragmentary reports about 
Canadians in action. We remember it was 
a Canadian engineer officer who dug out 
the time bomb dropped at St. Paul's in 
London. The Canadian government does 
issue fairly comprehensive official reports. 
But official reports, however impressive 
the facts behind them, make pretty dull 
reading r 

Vague Idea 

The average United States citizen has 
an extremely vague idea of what the 
Canadians are doing at home and abroad. 
We know almost nothing in humanized 
detail—of the problems, methods and pro- 
duction of Canada's war industry, its agri- 
cultural contributions, Canada’s frame 
of mind, or of the number of Canadians 
taining at home or serving abroad, or the 
conditions under whieh they serve. 

Yet these are next-door neighbors, in 
a fight for life. And we are beginning to 
wake up to the fact that it is our fight for 
life, too, How many of our people realize 
that the Canadians fighting abroad are all 
volunteers, that there is no Canadian con- 
scription law for foreign service, and the 
necessity for such an issue has not come 
up? How many of our people know 


the Canadian frame of mind is 
that they are fighting for Britain or fight~ 
ing a war that is Canada’s own? 

These are human, vital things we 
should know more about our partners in 
this American continent, 


Propaganda 

We realize that “propaganda” has been 
abused and blown upon, But it has a 
very fine original meaning, the propa- 
gation of the faith by the truth. Our Cana- 
dian neighbors hesitate to put their infor- 
mation to us on a frank propaganda basis, 
They are gun shy of it, both because of the 
discredit propaganda implies and because 
they are decently reticent and do not wish 
us to think they are bragging. And we, on 
our part, hesitate to pry into the intimate 
affairs of our good neighbors because we 
do not want to be suspected of snooping. 

The result js that a great and vital 
story, as vital to us and our way of life as 
to Canada’s, goes untold. We know more 
about Great Britain’s war activity and 
London's frame of mind than we do about 
Montreal's or Winnipeg's, or Vancouver's. 
We know about it from London from our 
own people there and from British visitors 
to the United States, who have come

about as much as we do about Cape Town, 

_ That is why we wish our Canadian 
friends were not so gun shy about propa- 
ganda. There should be official, recogniz- 
ed agencies of information telling us at 
least as much about what the people next 
door are doing in their war, and our war, 
as we know from overseas. 

_ We urge this viewpoint on the Cana-

“We were lucky ‘to escape the 
fury of tne«Russian-German war, 
declared Mr. Anselevicius, explain- 
ing that they had decided to leave 
the country soon after Soviet Rus- 
Sia teck over Lithuania. Asked | 
how he liked living under Rutsian 
rule Mr. Anselevicius replied terse- 
ly, “Well, we left, that's all.” 

“The Russians took everything 
after the occupation,” said Mr. I. / 
Chazenas. “I owned several large 
plants, including a brewery, flour 
mill and flax factory. All were con- | 
fiscated and if I had wanted to/| 
remain in the ccuntry I would have 
been forced to ask for a job in one | 
of my own business places. I might |

The refugees were fortunate 
enough to have visas at the time 
and while they did encounter a 
little difficulty, they finally man- 
aged to leave the country, but 
took with them only a few per- | 
sonal effects. 

Then began the wearisome jour- 
ney that brought them Wednesday 
to the Canadian Nationa] station i 
Edmonton. “We boarded a train

Through fire on land and sea is 
only one of a number of thrilling 
adventures survived by Petty | 
Officer Colin Campbell, R-C.N., 
son of Mr. and Mrs. D. L. Camp- 
bel of 10014 86 avenue, who is 
home on leave after having com- | 
pleted a course at an eastern Can- 
adian maval barracks. 


PO. Campbell has been a member | 
of the Royal Canadian Navy since 
1936, when he transferred from the 
Edmonton division of the R.C.N- 
V.R. When war broke out he was 
stationed at an east coast port, and 
was immediately posted to H.M.CS. 


Fraser for patrol duty. 


TRANSFERRED TO SAGUENAY 


Later he tratsferred to H.M.CS. 
Saguenay, and he was aboard that 
destroyer when, in November, 1940, 
a German submarine sent over a 
torpedo in the early morning that 
killed 21 Canadians and injured 
18. 

“It was early on a cold morn- 
ing,” PO, Campbell recalled, “1 
was just coming on deck for my 
watch when the ship was hit, It 
didn’t take long to spot the sub- 
marine and our gunners opeted 
fire right away. The Jerry made 
a dive and disappeared, That's 
the Jast we saw of him. We had 
our hands full very shortly 
when fire broke out on our ship. 
It wasn't until later in the after- 
noon that another Canadian de- 
stroyer arrived to help us out 
and take some of the injured per- 
sonnel aboard,” 

The Saguenay made port under 
her own steam and for some time 
was confined to dock for repairs. 

While the repairs were under 
way, PO, Campbell was stationed 
at an English barracks, at the 
height of Hitler's bomb blitzkrieg 
against the British Isles. 


“I visited London on severa] oc-! 
casions during this period,” PO 
Campbell said. “The blitz was 


something beyond description. ! 
saw the fire of London when the 
whole city was ablaze. St. Paul's 
Cathedral was caught in a ring of 
flames. On al] sides the flames 
tore at buildings, docks, eee te 
everything burned.”
